interest in passengers and ships — too deep 
nil interest in both to allow petty tyranny on 
the high seas and potty por.seeution ashore. 
There is a moilium, if followed, that will 
servo bs.«t the interests of all parties — vindi- 
cating alike the lights of the ship-owner, the 
passenger and Iho publio. ; . , ;

But this wo do say, that 

Dr. Trimble is playing a very doubtful dodge 

at present. Whatever his pnlitical stains may 

be, or to whatever party he may belong, his 

motion to give a nominal salary lo the repiv- 

scntative ofnthe Government in the Assembly, 

is not' tbait''wb{ch was to be expected from 

him. 

Let our readers remember that the'- moiibn 
is to ask the Government to give a nominal 
salary to its representative in the Assembly. 
Let them recollect that the osien.silile olject 
is to change the minister if he does not hold 
the confidence of a majority of the Assembly. 
Now, in the first pi ace, if Dr. Trimble in- 
tends to prove himself worthy of tho confi- 
dence of a conslituoncy,he shoold'set to work 
to purify the present House.' Aceording to 
the " Franchise Act, ISfiO," nniler whicli the 
Assemblymen hold ilioir se.iis, '• any mem- 
ber of the House of Assenitily ncce|)ting or 
obtaining any appointment inulcr the (!ov- 
ernmo.1t, shall, ipso facto, vacate his seat." 
This law is still in force, thougli it is treated 
fts a dead letter. If Dr. Trimble wants to 
invoke responsible govemnieiit let liiin ap- 
ply this law. Tn 1S60 Mr. Gary was appi)inle;l 
by the Governor's letter to tho .Speaker, now in 
the archives of the House, to net as finance 
minister. In '61-he was reappointed, with Mr. 
Gordon as a cclleague. tint in neither year 
did Mr. Gary resign ; and Mr. Gordon" has 
gone lo the wars. iMr. Cary, in defiance of 
this law, holds bis seat. If Dr. Trimble bo 
a reformer why does ho not ask for his re- 
moval? why does he publicly consent to a 
roan holding a seat when the law denies it 
to bim;?,;. No ,000 can read the act without 
coming to the conclusion that Mr. Cary has 
no higher legal right to a seal than .John 
Bulls. Yel, Dr. 'friinble don't tneiitimi it; 
and Mr. Ring twirls hisniousiaclie and gives 
a dry cough, 

The weak things of this world may con- 
found the wise ; bnt the doctor as nn advo- 
oat&of responsible government is confound- 
edly inconsistent. Responsible government, 
80 far as it lends to the protection of the Mouse 
against certain bribes of the K.vecutivo, is 
really the law of ihe land now. Ijut it is 
treated as a nollity; and if this be treated 
BO/^hy'iriiiy not the bastard system of re- 
sponsible governtnent aimed at by the mo- 
tion be another nullity ! Certainly if the 
House pays no regard to law now, we can- 
not expect anything from it under a diflerent 
system. But such a syslein 1 It is just like 
our Assembly. Some lialfa-dozen tnembers 
ought to be turned, out for violation of the 
olauso of the Franchise Aot which we have 
quoted. Tolmie, Coles, Foster, are now 
Koad Commissioners. \vA tlii^y hold tlif^ir 
seats.

EuiToit^RiTisn Colonist: — I sent you a 
sketch about twenty days since uf Antler 
and its mining operations, ainoc then I have 
spent the time'on;\ytiUiinis and thif ^gek. 

Williams Creek' is aboiit twenty-five miles 
in length, taking its rise in the Bald Moun- 
tains, distant from Antler twelve miles over 
a bad road.
